They were uoviees in the art of 
train robbery, ami brutal ones at 
that, for theyshot "Dad" Presoott, 
the engineer, before they even gave 

him a chance to hold tip his hands. 
His wound, it is, believed, will not 
prove fatal. 

The raid was planned three weeks 

ago. When the train left Chicago 
railroad and express detectives, all 
walking arsenals, olimbed on at 
every stat ion.
